DETAILED ACTION 
Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of ttie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to magnetic recording medium, classified in class 
428, subclass 836+. 

II. Claims 13-20, drawn to a method of nriaking a magnetic recording 
medium using annealing, classified in class 427, subclass 599.
